You know 
best, and if you can't afford it, that settles that. 


As to your plan, I should be glad to gamble 
on sending out 500 circulars. 


But I do not taink it would do to use my name 
and address. I am unknown and I could not expect 
any one to trust me with $1.50; I would have to 
do a credit business and that I am not willing to 
do. I would want to use your envelopes, and the 
orders would go to you as usual. By stamping 
"Teacher of per ee on the order blank, and 
by your keeping in mind the states I circularize, 
I do not think you could often fail to give me 
credit when due. You would have the bookkeeping 
to do, and you would have to watch for re-orders. 


It would be a nuisance, and on so small a job 
as 500 I should think you would prefer to do the 
circularizing yourself. Why not put 500 teachers 
ahead of "Who's Who?" 


Hiven though the “copy” for the circular comes 

his week, I shall not do anything until I hear 
from you in answer to this letter. If you still 
want me to circularize, and I may use your name 
and address, send me all the correspondence, be- 
cause a number stated that if we would write again 
after January 1 they would send us a directory, 
and I would write for those at once so that in 

case you later should decide to circularize fur- 
ther we would not have to wait for names.
